Aktav Khan, chief of Zamindawur, having assembled three thousand men, crossed 
the Helmund and joined the rebel force under Prince Suftur Jung and Atta Mahomed, on the right 
bank of the Urghundab, taking advantage of the absence of Brigadier Wymer, who had been detach- 
ed into the Ghilzie province with a large portion of my force, and nearly the whole of my Cavalry. 
‘The enemy under an impression that we had not a sufficient number of men to hold the City, and at 
the same time to attack them in the field, took possession of some steep rocky hills within a mile of 
the City walls. 1 instantly moved out with the troops noted in the accompanying Field Return, 
leaving Major General England, K. H., in command of the City. The Ghazees had about 8,800 in 
Position, and 2,000 men guarding the Babawullee pass and roads leading to their camp. Our troo 
carried all their positions in gallant style and drove them in confusion and with great loss across the 
Usghandab river,

Major Rawlineon, Political Agent, with his accustomed zeal was in the field and gallantly led a 
small body of Persian and Afghan Horse to the charge.

TMave much satisfaction in transmitting, for the information of the Lords Com- 


missioners of the Admiralty, copies of letters from Captain Bourchier, 
C. B, Commanding the Squadron within the Yang Keang river, and 
Commanders Watson and Moorshead, reporting the severe repulse of 
the Chinese in attacks made simultaneously on the positions of the 
combined forces at Chinhae, and Ningpo, yesterday morning. 


Several fire rafts were dropped down the river on the Shipping, 
at both points ; but by the vigilance and exertions of the Officers 
and men of the Squadron, named in the margin, they were towed on 
shore and consumed without doing.any mischief; and in the course 
of the day Commander Moorshead, with the boats of the Columbine, 
and the Honorable Company’s Steam Vessel Queen, completed their 
discomfiture afloat, by the entire destruction of numerous fire junks 
and boats prepared in the North West branch of the river.

, Thave the honor to state to you, for the information of His Fxcellency the 
Commander in Chief, that this morning au attack was made,by the enemy on the shipping avd city 
of Ningpo. 

At 12-30 a. M. a shot was fired from two guns planted on the bank of the river at IL M. 5, 
Columbine and at.3 47 M. four fire pafte were discovered drifting down the S. W. branch of the river, 
with the ebb tide ahead of the H. KE. 1. C. 8, Sesoscris, exteniling nearly the whole way across it. I 
mmediately sent Lieutenant Pearse with Messrs. Halkett and Crofton, Mates, with two boats, to 
assist in towinky the fire rafts clear ot her, which by the indefatigable exertions of Mr. Koberts, her 
Master, with the boacs of the Sesoséris and the quickuess with which Commander Ormsby slipped 
one of his cables, they were happily grounded clear of her, and ahead of the Moceste, where they 
exploded: during this time a smart fire was kept up on the buats by the enemy from the banks of 
the river. . . 

Kuowing the usual manner-of the Chinese to cover the attempts of their fire rafts with match- 
lock-men on the shore, and seeing numbers of lights moving about in the Kastern suburb abreast of 
the ship, 1 immediately opened my larboard broadside on that quarter, which, when daylight broke, 
I found bad had the effect, by the falling of a house, of disabling a gun brought down and pviuted at 
the ship within 50 yards. ’ 

As soon as the fire rafts were lit, it appears to have been the signal for ® general assault upon 
she City of Ningpo ; for immediately a heavy discharge ‘of matchlocks and ginjals followed: soone 
after an Officer hailed tho ship fiom the shore, to say that the gates on the Southern and Western 
side had been attacked by a strong body of Chinese troops.

J have the honor to mform you that, in compliance with your orders, 1 proceeded 
immediately with the boats of H. M.S. Columbine, in the Queen. Steamer, to reconnoitre the ‘I'sekee 
branch of the river, and on clearing the first reach, I had the sutisfaction of destroying thirty-seven 
fire junks, J found several more secreted in a village a few miles higher up, whicli I also destroyed. 

At the landing place, leading to ‘Tsekee, the river was literally covered with junks of all sizes, 
Jaden with combustibles and brorhwood, all of which were destroyed. I here recognized three 
Chinese encampments on the hills abreast of ‘Tsekee on the opposite bank of the river. ‘The river 
here becoming narrow, at the request of Mr. Warden, the Queen was anchored, whi T proceeded 
with the boats above the encampinents, one of which they fired, aud burned on gur approach. 
Several fire junks were moored here on each side of the river, the whole of which were scuttled and 
burned withuut an accident.» 

‘The junks consisted of jars of powder, stowed in the brushwood 5 and bam)ons filled with 
combustibles running through them, which exploded and shot 00 fire balls in all directions as they 
burned. A small punt was attached to each juuk, and fire proof jackets, and caps of leather, found 
in them all.

(one of the Chusan group) and that several of them, disguised as peasants, had been actually landed 
at Chusan for the purpose of kidnapping any of our unarmed men who might straggle from their 
quarters; the General and myself deemed it advisable to visit with a strong detachment of Troops 
and Marines, in the hope of capturing or expelling them, and as we had also several important 
arrangements to make in our respective departments with a view to future operations, we returned 
to Chusan-on the 4th instant. 


. Taisen, which is about 26 miles in circumference, lies about 8 miles to the Northward of 
Chusan; but as little was known respecting this island, very few of our people having ever landed 
on it, I degpatched Commander Collinson on the 6th ingtant, with a boat of the Bentinck, in the 
Nemesis, Steam Vessel, to circumnavigate it, and ascertain, 88 far as might be ‘practicable, the be:

Intelligence of the defeat of the Chinese in their attacks on our positidns, at Ningpo and 
Chinhae, on the morning of the 10th instant, reached us by the Pilegethon at Chusan, in thr

Sir, 
= My letter No. 42, of the 11th instant, will apprize their Lordships of the com- 
plete discomfiture of the Chinese, on shore and afloat, in their attacks on our positions at Chinhae 
and Ningpo, on the 0th instant. 

Retrograde movements in various directions were’the immediate result; and feeling it of im- 
portance not to lose a moment in following up the advantage of these'severe repulses, Sir Hugh 
Gough and myself determined to make a rapid movement on their encampment at Tsckoe, in the 
hope of bringing them to action, before they retired on Pickwan, about forty miles higher up the 
Tiver, at which point, we had reason to believe, they were conceutrating their army. 

In anticipation of this advance, Captain Richards, with three boats and the whole of the 
Marines attached to the Cornwallis, accompanied mein the Nemesis aud Phiegethon to Ningpo, where 
we arrived (alter our examination of the island of Taisan,) on tho afternoon of the 13th; and being 
joined by the smali-arm men and Marines of the Squsdron within the river, the whole

Ata. mon the 15th, His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough, and about 850 troops, in addition to. 
the Naval Brigade, were embarked from Ningpo in the Nemesis, Phlegethon, and Queen, Steam Ves- 
5015, making altogether a force of about 1,260 men, with which we proceeded up the river, and before 
we hed the point of debarkation at a village four miles from ‘T'sckee, we had the satisfaction of 
seein large force of the Chinese, still in their encampments, on the bills to the North of the City. 

‘The combined forces were alt landed and in full march for ‘I'sekee by two o'clock, the Phlege- 
hon baving been previously despatched up the river, with the armed barges of the Cormoudlis and 
Blonde, to intereopt. and harass the retreat of the Ohinese by water as much as possible. 

As our reconnoisauce of Tsekee in December had made us familiar with the route, and no 
obstacles were offered to our advance, we reached the suburbs on the south side of it 9৮ half-past 3; 
and on the troops ascending a small hill, two guns, and a few straggling shots from ginjale and 
chlocks, were opened on us from the ramparts, and also from a body of matchlock-men on a 

t opposite us; but, on the advance of a detachment of the 0800) Regiment, and the discharge 
ew rounils from two sinall field pieces by the Madras Artillery, they disappeared, and about 
four o'elock the City walls were escaladed by the scamen and marines, and a'party of sappers, without 
resistance, 

Advancing along the ramparts this division rejained the main body with the General, through 
the east gate, and proceeded outside the walls to the north east angle of the City, from which pont 
we had au excellent view of the Chinese forces oppdsed to us, consisting of five or six thousand men 
strongly posted in fortified eucampments on the two high hills of Segaon in front, and on our left. 
‘Lhe assault of the latter was assigned to the Naval Brigade; and that more immediately in front, to 
the 49th Regiment. 

As it was the Gencral’s wish that they should be attacked as nearly as possible at the same 
id the Naval Brigade being the most advanced in the line, it was necessary, while the 49th 
moved forward, to make a lodgment under some houses on our left, situated at a short distance from 
the foot of the hill which our men were fo assail ; and in passing to this prin across paddy fields, 
they were unavoidably exposed to a galling fire from both the positions of the Chinese. On reaching 
it some musquetry gras opened on them by part of the Royel Marines, and several three-pounder 
rockets were (discharged with excellent preciston, by Lieutenant Fitzjames, and Mr. Charles K, 
Jackson, Mate of the Corvarallis, while the men were re-forming. 

*'The 49th Regiment were soon observed approaching the hill on our right, when orders for the” 
assault were immediately given, and the leading company of the Marines under Lieutenants Elliot and 
7 that corps, prowptly and gallantly pushed forwards with a small band of Seamen about 
5 o'clock. 

‘As they emerged from the builgings, the fire of the Chinese was very severe. Captains Bour- 
chier and Richards, with admirable spirit, sprung to the head of their men, and having rapidly . 
crossed a sinall intervening paddy field, led them up the hill, which was disputed from its base to 
the crest, and several instances of personal conflict occurred. The ascent was'steep and difficult, . 
but steadily and.gallantly persevered in, uuder an unoeasing fire, until the summit was attained, and 
our opponents flying in every direction. 

Commander Watson of the Modeste, who had been stationed in the rear of the ntorming party, 
succeeded, by great efforts, in reaching a forward position with some vf his men, before the hill was 
carried ; and the main body of Seamen and Marines, as they advanced in support, pergoiving its 
fate, pressed rund the sides, and iutlitted a severe Joss on the fugitive soldiers, the pursuit being 
208 until sunset, when our. advanced party was halted on a bridge about two miles beyond 
the City. 

Daring these operations the hills on our right were simultaneously carried in admirable style 
by our gallant General and his brave troops: the rout of the Chinese at every point wag thus com-

couragement to resist Her Majesty’s forces, and that the troops we encountered were compused of 
the élite of their army.

Captain Uniacke, and all the Officers and men of the Royal Marines, and 
to every individual of Her Majesty’s Squadron, and the Indian Navy 
attached to the Naval Brigade, whose conduct was as exemplary for steadiness in their quarters as in 
the field. 
1 have no less pleasure in noticing the gallantry of Captain Whittingham, Aid-de-Camp to Sir 
Hugh Gough, who, having brought a meseage from His Excellency at the moment of the assault, 
very haudsomely ascended the hill, and remained with our people, until it was carried, as did Lieut, 
Barrow of the Madras Artillory, (Commissary of Ordnance), who, having mingled with them as a 
volunteer, was conspicuous for his intrepidity, aud broke his sword in cutting down a’ Chinese soldier 
who opposed him. Mr. Hodgson, Mate of the Cornwallis, was also wounded in parryiug the thrust 
of a spear, when bravely advaucing amongst the forcmost on the hill. 

Our people were quartered during the night in the captured camps, and north part of the City, 
where a considerable quantity of arms and a large store of rico was on the following morning dis- 
covered and destroyed; and as a very strong fortified encampment was known to be formed on some 
mountains about six or seven miles to the uorth west of ‘Tsckee, comprising the pass of the main 
road to Yu-yao and Pickwan, every exertion was made by Sir Hugh Gough and myself to get our 
wounded embarked, and attac! as expeditiously as possible. 

Atl p.m. on the 1Gth, the whole of the combined forces marched on it for that purpose; but 
on ascending the lofty heights, it was found entirely evacuated: nothing therefore remained, but to 
destroy the works, arms, and large quantities of provisions, which the Chinese had not time to 
remove: and when this was effectually accomplished, we returned to ‘I'sekee, and on the morning 
of the 17th re-embarked the whole force, and arrived at Ningpo at 5 p.m. We flatter ourselves 
that the success which has attended this movement will have a very beueficial effect on our future 
operations; and their Lordsliips may be assured that no opportunity will be lost by the General and 
myself, in prosecuting, with our best energies, any measure which is likely to advance the object of 
Mer Majesty's Government, and bring our contest with the Chinese to a speedy and satisfactory 


termination.

command, accompanied by the barges of H. M. Ships Cornwallis and Blonde, and to get as near হও 
possible on the flank of the Chinese army, assembled on the heights above Tsekee, I directed my 
course up the river towards Yu-Yao ; but finding 1 was getting further from the enemy's camp, | 
turned into the branch that leads to the eastward. On getting up about two miles and turning a 
very sharp bend of the river, I suddenly came on five gun boats moored close to & large Mandarin 
house, who immediately opened their fire on us, which we retnrued with grape and canister, and 

uickly driving their ctews from them, 1 sent the boats of this Ship under the command of acting 
1 Herbert Ryves, Mr. Goodridge, 2nd, and Mr. Coverly, 3rd Officers, the boats of Her 
Majesty’s Ships Cornwallis and /loude, commanded by Nicholas Vansittart, and J. F. C. Hamilton, 
Mates, to destroy them ; which service they effectually performed, and also :he large Mandarin 
house, which was a magazine of powder, arins and Military stores, all of which they set fire to and 
blew up. ‘The gun boats consisted of five large flat bottomed boats and armed with an eighteen~ 
pounder catronade, mounted on ship carriages, ‘They also discovered 14 boats fitted as a fire raft, 
which they destroyed. After perforining this service we again proceeded for the camp, off which 
place we arrived within gunshot at 5 r. M., and immediately opened on them with shell and rockets, 
and shortly afterwards on their retreating close to the Dilegethon before the combined force, I 
accepted the sorvices of the crews of the boats uf the Cornwallis, Blonde, and this Ship, who gallant- 
ly volunteered to intercept them: they were commanded by the same Officers as before, accompani- 
ed by Doctor Playfair, Surgeon, aud Mr. Edmund Ommanney, Purser of this Ship, as volunteers. 
At7 r. a. they returned having pursued the enemy in various directions and destroying a number of 
them. In the execution of these duties I beg leave to expreas my satisfaction of the conduct of 
every person whom I had the honor to command, particularly of Mr. Vansittart and Mr. Hamiltoa, 
with their boats’ crews, for the prompt and gallant manner with which they volunteered to perform 
any service that I thought necessary. -

The Governor General has great satisfaction in making public the following despatch from Major 
General Nott, and the report from Captain Craigie, Commanding the Garrison of Kelat-i-Ghilzie, 
of the gallant and successful defence made by that Garrison against a large force of Afghans by which 
it was assaulted. On this occasion the 1010 Shah Soojah’s 3rd Regiment of Infantry and the 
detachment of the Bengal 43rd Itegiment Native Infantry, displayed that decided superiority over 
their enemies which has been uniformly manifested by the several Corps composing Major General 
Nott’s army. '
